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A Good Reply 


In what is already being described by some as 
the most historic decision ever in favor of the First 
Amendment, the U.S. Supreme Court acted wisely this 
week in overturning Florida's so-called “Right to 
Reply" law. 

\ We can't help but think the court's unanimous 
decision was a:victory for the American public as well 
as khe press, 

When government, any government, can order 
a newspaper what to print, it follows it also has the 
right to tell the newspaper what not Lo print and when 
that happens, there is no such thing as a free press. 

When Pat Tornillo of the Dade County 
Classroom Teachers Association took the Miami 
Herald to court for refusing to print a letter replying 
to the Herald's criticism of him, headlines were made 
across the nation. 

What many people remain unaware of, however, 
is that the Miami Herald had printed a large number 
of Tornillo's letters and his argument he should have 
access to the press just doesn't hold up. 

While a newspaper isn't subject to an absolute 
limit on the amount of space it can make available for 
news and editorial comment, such as the broadcast 
media are by a definite 24-hour day, there are 
limitations. 

Those limitations are set by the amount of 
advertising space the newspaper can sell. Advertising 
pays the costs of publishing and since newspapers are 
Private enterprises which must pay their own way 
without governmental subsidy, space is limited to 
what advertising will pay for. 

Almost always, there is more material than will 
fill that space and, someone has to make a decision 
about what will be printed and what will not be 
printed. : и 

is That's'the'Job of an'editor and it 'hh't "always 
an easy опе: 

He miust deal in the public market, since 
advertising depends on the readership and if the paper 
loses its readership it also loses revenue. 

But just as important, the editor must satisfy 
his own integrity and it is a part of American 
journalism to serve as a forum for ideas. 

No editor worthy of the name will refuse to 
print a letter simply because it is critical of something 
he has written. This is true whether he's editing the 
Miami Herald or the Belle Glade Herald. 

Critical letters are welcomed and printed on a 
regular basis but sometimes a choice must be made. 

That choice should not be the government's. 


-Tools For Hearts 


The Glades have for years benefited by the 
Heart Association and even when that active group 
abandons one of its programs, the community profits. 

For 14 years, the Heart Association has 
sponsored a heart clinic at Glades General Hospital for 
those people with heart problems too indigent to pay 
for the care they needed. 

That service has been discontinued because of 
the low number of people taking advantage of it. 

Mrs. Guy Wood Jr., an active participant in the 
association, said that often there was only a single 
patient, to accept. the care afforded by a physician, a 
nurse and association volunteers. 

That service, now being assumed by the county 
health department, was ended this week but the tools 
it used are still in use in the Glades. 

‘The most impressive tool, an electrocardiograph 
machine, is* being used іп the local hospital's 
emergency room but the association also donated a 
wheel chair, three stethoscopes, a blood pressure cuff, 
two cabinets, a typewriter and a scale to Glades 
General. 

We believe the association members deserve the 
gratitude of the community for their long service in 
the clinic as well as for other services still being 
rendered as the cardiovascular screening clinic.

Saving Lives 

Drowning causes more than 
75 per cent of hurricane 
deaths. Most lives would be 
saved if people heeded 
evacuation warnings and mov- 
ed out of low lying coastal 
areas to high ground ~ beyond 
the reach of flood waters. 

Ruggedly built homes on 
high ground provide a safe 
refuge. Mobile homes which 
сап in fact be moved with little 
warning should be. Mobile 
homes which are permanently 
in place should be equipped 
with tie-down features design- 
ed to prevent damage in high 
winds.

Long 
before the peak of the storm, 
flooding, toppled utility poles 
and downed power lines can 


Prevent escape. Gas up cars in 
advance because fuel stations 
may be out of operation. 

Hurricane waters drowned 
more than a quarter million 
Persons in East Pakistan in 
1970, mainly because of the 
lack of shelter and evacuation 
routes. 

Those unable to get out of 
the path of the hurricane 
should be aware if there is 
suddenly a calm in the midst of 
the storm. This is most likely 
the eye or center of the storm 
passing directly over. This lull 
may last from a minute to 
more than a half hour. Remain 
inside — the high winds will 
return. 

Protecting Property 

Buildings can be protected 
against hurricane winds, which 
can drive a plank in arrow-like 
fashion through a tree trunk, 
fling. pieces of buildings 
through the air like shrapnel 
and flip a mobile home or car 
like a tinkertoy. 

The greatest damage to 
buildings usually occurs to 
glass, roofs and exterior walls, 
Tape, boards or shutters can 
protect. glass.

Fishery Research 
Takes Big Step 


A recent small but progres- 
sive step in fishery research 
"тау mean а giant step for the 
future of Florica's fresh water 
fishing. 

According to Dr. O.E.Frye, 
director, Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission, a 
report submitted by a team of 
Commission fishery biologists 
indication the successful pro. 
Pagation of the prized snook 
within artificial hatchery con- 
ditions is viewed as a scientific 
breakthrough. 

With hatchery production of 
the fighting game fish made 
possible, there is an excellent 
chance that stock will be 
ble for use in the 
Commission's fish managment 
Programs, 

Frye said, “Little scientific 
information on this salt water 
game fish is available, other 
than general distribution, age 
and growth of the fish, plus 
some catch records.” 

He continued, “We know the 
snook will survive in fresh 
water as evidenced in Lake 
Okeechobee. Recent studies of 
snook stocked in fresh water 
ponds indicates good growth 
and survivel plus promise of a 
new fresh water game fish and 
а control factor for forage and 
rough fish." 

"The big problem," Frye 
stated, "would be in obtaining 
an adequate supply of snook 
for stocking fresh water lakes. 
We are confident the fish could 
be used for stocking in waters 
where winter temperatures do 
not drop below 55 degrees." 

According to Forest Ware, 
Commission fishery biologist in 
charge of the snook - 
tion study, the first step was to 
determine the survival and 
growth оГ snook in inland 
waters. At this time, the fish 
bas passed the initial step with 
flying clors. 

“The second step" Ware 
said, "was.to obtain an 
adequate supply of snook 
fingerlings and this requires 
ihe successful propagation of 
snook in artificial hatchery 
conditions. This step was a lot 
more difficult to achieve as the 
snook is somewhat of a 
mystery fish with only limited 


scientifie research to document. 


its móvements and reproduc- 
tion requirements." 

Ware reported catching 
adult brood fish for the 
artivicial spawning program at 
Lemos Bay near Englewood in 
Sarasota
